Finding 
himself continue yery ill, he said to Mr. 
Johnson, “ l should like to have more me- 
dical advice. I think it right to use all 
proper means, and then shall leave the 
event with my Heavenly Father, to whom 
l have long since committed myself and my 
all.” More medical assistance was imme- 
diately called in; but still no serious dan- 
ger was apprehended. His sufferings were 
at times great; but calmness and resigna- 
tion pervaded his soul. When in pain and 


frequently did,“ { need patience :” he 
would always add, with firm confidence, 
“It shall be given me ! It is a part of that 
need which shal! be supplied.” 

The nature of his illness was sach as to 
produce almost constant delirium ; but, in 
his intervals of reason, his mind was firmly 
stayed on the Divine Promises ; and those 
truths, which he had so faithiully and earn- 
estly preached to others, were now his sup- 
port and consolation. 

Mr. Cates kindly succeeded Mr. Johnson 
in his attendance upon him ; and, from that 
time, remained with him, night and day, 
a’ long as he continued in the body. 

On the morning of the day of his death, 
he was considered better ; but an evident 
and distressing change suddenly taking 
place about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, 
those hopes, which his afflicted and avxi- 
ous friends had so willingly cherished,were 
at once blasted.

In the care of the youthful part of his 
Charge, Mr. Garnon felt a peciliar de- 
gree of concers. The Colcnial Schools, 
established in Free Town for the children 
of tue Maroon and Noya-Seotia Settlers, 
were more immediately under his own eye. 
They had been formed on the British Sys- 
tem; but, as the Church Missionary Secie- 
ty was about to take the whole charge of 
of these and of all the Country Schools en 
‘itself, and had introduced the National 
System into the Schools already under its 
care, it became requisite thata unifornr 
system should prevail throughout the whole 
establishment. Mr. and Mrs. Garnon had 
made themselves well acquainted with the 
National System, by a diligent attendance 
at the Central School in Baldwin's Gardens; 
and were thereby prepared to c¢-operate 
with the Society in its design of bringing 
all the Schools of the Colony into the prac- 
tice of that System. Some difficulties, 
however, naturally arose in accomplishing 


but these and all other 
obstacles Mr. Garnon cheerfully bore up 
against, and watched every oc¢asion of 
acting towards the young with the great-

Besides his attention to the Colonial 
Schools, he procured a, Schoolmaster to 
teach, on Sundays, a considerable nun.ver 
of Liberated Boys, who were training up 
in Free Town for Mechanics, and had them 
taken toChurch. On the week nights, be 
instructed them himself, after they had 
finished their day’s work. They used to 
form an interesting groupe at his Family 
Worship, which always concluded their in- 
struction. pas 

He visited the Military Hospitdf once a

Although this Society is auxiliary to the 
State Society, aad with that auxiliary to 
the American Bible Society ; yet your Di-| 
rectors judged it inexpedient to send any} 
of the funds out of this County during the 
past year ; butdetérmined to make vigor- 
ous exertions to supply all the destitute a- 
mong us. Accordingly, they empowered 
the ‘Treasurer to. purchase 75 Bibles, and 
75 ‘Testaments, and as many more of each 
an equal number, as the fands sheuld ena- 
ble him, before the first’of April, 1819, 
to be distributed in the County of Ches- 
hire. Your funds allowed the Treasurer 
to purchase of the New-Hampshire Bible 
Society, 100 Bibles, and 100 Testaments, 
which, after long and perplexing . delays, 
were received, 

The Chairman of the Directors and the 
Secretary were appointed a Committee to 
determine in what manner these Bibles and 
Testaments should be distributed. 

Fhe Directors’ Committee thought best 
not to embrace too large a field of distri- 
bution, lest your charity should not supply 
the wants of all that section which was 
chosen. Accordingly they chose the sou- 
thern part of Cheshire County,leaving the 
northern for their future operations ; and 
they sent 60 Bibles, and 100 Testaments, 
to be distributed in Walpole, Westmore- 
land, Keene, Chesterfield, Winchester, 
Proy, Fitzwilliam, Rindge, Marlborough, 
Nelson, Sullivan, Roxbury, Gilsum, Surry, 
and Alstead, which were committed to a- 
gents for distribution in these several pla- 
ces. 

Thus, brethren, we have presented you 
a short detail of our proceedings, and we 
humbly trust that greater interest and en- 
ergy will be excited during ‘the year on 
}which we are entering. Let us not “be 
weary in well doing,” although we cannot 
enumerate such splendid enterprises, as 
the greater Societies; which are establish- 
}ed for the same glorious purpose.

_ Genoa, Sept. 10.—A Greek vessel has 
man Porte, the pardons 
Ali Pacha of Janina, and indignant at 
self with Rassia whe had gua 
teed, by the treaty of the 2ist of 1800, 
the political existence of under the jurisdic- 
tion of a Waiwode Chief ef the four Cantons of 
the Terra-firma, has adopted a measure 
of its policy and its good faith. By a Katinchorta, 
emanating from the Grand Seignor, his sublime 
Napness has commissiocred Pacha Bey, a wealth 
from Janina, and several of the princi 

Pachas of Romelia, to attack the rebel Ali. The 
Vassals of Ali are invited te abandon him; the 
mosques and churches are placed under an inter- 
dict; and a reward is offered for his head. The 
Porte at thé same time guarantees the safety of 
Ali's three sons, Mauctar, Voli, and Silik Pacha, 
provided they separate themselves from the cause 
of their father. 

The outrages against the Jews at Copenhagen, 
according to accounts from thence, appear to 
have exceeded those committed in-any of the 
German cities. One unfortunate Jew was forced 
out of his carriage and stoned in open day, and it 
is said he subsequently died of his wounds. The 
Secretary of an Advocate, who headed a mob 
that broke into the house of a Jew, and threw 
the furniture in to the street, was been condemn- 
ed to imprisonment and hard labor for life. Sev- 
eral Jewish families have quitted Hamburgh, in 
consequence of the persecution against them in 
that city, to establish themselves at Altona ; oth- 
ers are preparivg to proceed to America, 

Schwerin, Sept. 17.—Here too placards have 
been .posied up, threatening the Jews; but by 
adopting proper measures, all excésses have-hith- 
erto been prevented. Strong patroles traverse the 
streets in the evening. — 

Hamburg, Sept. 23.—Ht is affirmed that hris Maj- 
isty the King of Saxony has granted to all per- 
sons of the Jewish religion, residiug in his domin- 
ious, the mght of citizens; though very urgent 
remonstances against it have been presented by 
the shopkeepers. It is thought many rich Jewish 
families will be thus indaced to settle in Saxony.

FOREIGN NEWS. 
LATE FROM ENGLAND. 
The packet ship Courier, Capt. Bowne, has ar- 
rived at New-York from Liverpool, and brought 
London accounts to the 30th Sept. and Liverpool 
to the Ist of Oct. The Commercial Advertiser, 
gives the following summary of their contents :— 
The present situation of England appears to be 
extremely perturbed and hazardous.—The Radi- 
cals are unremitted in their efforts to spread a 
spirit of disquietude throughout the country ; and 
it is eaid, that, in Carlisle, there-are more than 
two thousand of the party, who are daily drilling 
and preparing themselves for a state of civil war. 
It it mentioned, that, at a meeting of the Com- 
mon Hall in London, 6n the 29th of Sept. con- 
vened for the purpose of-electing @ Mayer for the 
ensuing year, much disorder and confusion pre- 
vailed. The celebrated Hunt was present and 
took a conspicuous part in the disturbance of the 
day. The Lord Mayor and the Aldermen, and 
civil officers, were driven. from. their'geats, ond 
his lordship retired from the apewtivg,tprough a 
private door of the building. _ No election had 
taken place, nor was the disorder of the meeting 
terminated, when the evening papers of the day
